1 ) Applicant's amendments of claims 1,5,6, 7, and 9, that trigger item 3(a) above. 

2) Applicant's arguments with respect to the Finality of the Office Action of 01/08/2010 are not persuasive. 

a) The finality was due amendments of independent claims 1 , 5, 7 and 9, which affect many steps and change them from manual step to 
automated step by computer, non-patentable weight to patentable weight limitations, broader limitations to more limited limitations. 

b) dependent claims 6-7 are rejected 4 times under several categories: (1) under 1 12, 2nd paragraphs for being vague and indefinite, (2) 
under 101 and (3) under 102, as best understood and interpreted by the examiner, as shown on page 10 and (4) under 103, as best 
understood and interpreted by the examiner, on page 14 which probably has the same rejection feature from the previous 102 rejection as 
shown on page 10. 

3) Applicant's arguments with respect the rejections of the claims under 102 and 103 on pages 9-13, have been reviewed carefully and they 
are not persuasive because the examiner has a different interpretations of the claims as presented on pages 3-5 of the office action of 
01/08/2010, with respect to (1) preamble, (2) apparatus claim language and interpretation, and intended use.
